It is said that the u nfortu nate man 
came to this city Monday to v isit rela­ 
tiv es, and he had been drinking Tu es 
day and was in an intox icating con­ 
dition when he was ru n down by the 
train. 
He had started to the Big Fou r pas­ 
senger station to retu rn on the ev en­ 
ing train to Marion, and his condition 
was su ch that he had fallen on the 
pav ement on West First street, near 
Pearl. 
Charlie Palmer, the bu smaD, 
fou nd him there and helped him into 
the station. 
While waiting for the train, the old 
man walked down the platform to the 
sou th end of the depot and in some 
manner had gotten ou t on the track 
ju st as the train was arriv ing. 
The engineer said that he saw the 
old man by the light in front of the 
engine and immeditately rev ersed the 


engine, bu t was too late 
The engine 
stru ck the old v eteran and threw him 
to ou e side of the 
track, 
with his 
’ right leg still across the rails, sev ering 
his foot jnst abov e the ankle. 


The inju red man was carried into 
tHe depot and Dr Sex ton and Coroner 
Coleman were called, bu t owing to 
his adv anced age he cou ld not srand 
the shock and died abou t 7 : 30 p. m.

The doctors of medicine meet ev ery 
fortnight when a paper on some dis­ 
ease or work in their profession is 
read, and a general discu ssion of the 
paper follows. 
The mode of proced- ! 
nre is mu ch after the order of t h e ' 
stu dy of agricu ltu re in the farmers 
institu tes. 
It m ight be classed as a post stu dy 
coarse 
in 
medicine. 
The 
general 
scheme or plan is ou tlined by a phy ­ 
sician 
in 
Bowling 
Green, 
Ky ., 
and the phy sicians of the foremost 
cou nties in the U nited States hav e 
taken it u p and find it an interesting, 
highly 
instru ctiv e 
and 
profitable 
stu dy work. 
A11 the members 
of 
the cou nty 
medical society are entitled to m em ­ 
bership in the new clu b. 
The Ru sh cou nty phy sicians are a 
progressiv e set of professional men, 
and are to be commended for the i n­ 
terest they alway s take in m atters 
pertinent to their bu siness.

The new depository law will go in­ 
to effect nex t Monday , and it will 
mark sev eral changes in the hanking 
bu siness of this city . 
The Farm ers bank will become a 
pu blic depository , and in the fu tu re 
will be su bject to inv estigation by the 
State hank ex aminers the same as the 
N ational banks 
Under the new law 
the 
cou nty 
treasu rer is obliged to deposit the re ­ 
ceipts of the office in the bank, where 
at least two per cent is paid on d e ­ 
posits. 
The city and township fu nds 
are also inclu ded in this new featu re 
of interest pay ing deposits. 
The cou nty [treasu rer m u st make 
daily deposits, bnt once the money is 
ou t of his hands the bank becomes re- 
sponisble; the fu nds are protected by 
increased bonds filed w ith the State 
Au ditor. 
Heretofore the banks of Ru shv ille 
hav e nev er paid interest on deposits 
in any manner, and it will be an in­ 
nov ation w ith them. 
Some 
of the 
bankers are complaining, say ing that 
they cannot realize mu ch on su ch de­ 
posits, bu t they will pay the interest 
rather than hav e the money deposited 
elsewhere.

“ If he has reference to the teaching 
of snch broad general tru ths as ‘The 
relation of hu sband to wife and wife 
to hu sband,’ ‘The rights of c hild re n,’ 
‘The 
ideal home 
life,* etc., 
most 
people wcnld agree that these shou ld 
be tanght incidentally ; bnt tojset apart 
a portion of time for the 
regu lar 
teaching rof these 
things 
together 
with ‘scientific’ ccu rtffiip wou ld cer­ 
tainly be most inadv isable. 
In the 
first place the su bject is not>noffiient- 
ly organized into a science 
to 
be 
tanght effectiv ely . 
“ There 
are no specific 
ru les or 
methods of procedu re to gu ide one in 
the m atter of cou rtship and 
there 
shou ld not be. 
It is the lack of plar, 
the u nreasoning adv entu re and conse­ 
qu ent 
bewilderment, frequ ent 
s u r­ 
prises and nnforseen resu lts that giv es 
cou rtship most of its charm. 
Lov ers 
will see to it that the su bject is nev er 
redu ced to plans of a science, howev er 
mu ch we 
wou ld teach them to be 
‘sensible. * 
“ In the second place I donbt if it is 
wise to 
agitate this su bject 
v ery 
mu ch in the schools—in fact, it wou ld 
seem wiser to keep it in the hack 
grou nd. 
Some t<*acherss hav e fou nd 
it a pretty liv e qu estion to deal with, 
as it is: and who can tell w hat m ight 
resu lt from snch constant su ggestion as 
the teaching of 
the su bject wou ld 
imply . 
“ In the third place the su bject is 
too delicate a one for the av erage 
teacher to approach w ithou t consider­ 
able embarrassm ent; so the su bject at 
best wou ld he poorly tau ght. 
“ Finally , specific ru les and theories 
abou t married life will not regu late 
people’s 
condu ct 
fJtogether. 
Giv e 
them the right kind of 
hearts and 
healthy minds and they will not m a r­ 
ry for wealth, hu sbands will treat 
their wiv es properly and wiv es will do 
af they shou ld; both will u nderstand 
theilr du ty to their children and the 
home will be secu re.”

Indianapolis, Nov. 27.—In an opin­ 
ion given b y the Indiana railroad com­ 
mission following the inquiry as to 
w hether engineers or motormen are 
required to stop their trains or cars 
at the 
crossings 
of 
interurb an 
or 
street 
railroads 
within 
cities 
and 
towns, the commission holds that it is 
the imperative duty of the city and 
town councils that have personal ev­ 
ery -day experience and information of 
the movement of trains in their com­ 
m unity to supervise and control the 
operation of trains within their cor­ 
porate limits. 
It is cited that this 
power is given to the municipal gov­ 
ernm ents In the cities and towns act 
of 1905. 
It is pointed out in the p in ion that 
the railroad commission, on the appli­ 
cation of any railroad company or on 
its own motion, may order the use of 
safety devices at crossings, b ut that 
the commission may not do this on its 
own motion inside the corporate limits 
of cities and towns without the con­ 
sent and approval of the local author­ 
ities. 
The council, and not the com­ 
mission, it is stated, shall control the 
operation of trains and cars within 
the cities and towns. 
In the opinion it is intimated b y the 
commission that certain recom m enda­ 
tions may b e made to the next legis­ 
lature In regard to the control of 
trains and cars in cities and towns. 
This section of the opinion is as fol­ 
lows: 
“W hat we do determ ine here is that 
for the reasons given and until the 
next meeting of the general assemb ly , 
when this entire sub ject-m atter may 
b e made clearer b y our recom menda­ 
tions and their enactm ent, if the gen­ 
eral assemb ly shall so will, we shall 
not hold ourselves b ound to apply the 
criminal statute to the crossing b v 
steam railroads 
of 
interurb an 
rail­ 
roads in the cities and towns and to 
report for prosecution every violation 
of its mandate, as we shall unques­ 
tionab ly do when crossings are run 
outside of the cities and towns.”

The Title of Autocrat Is Out of Date, 


Says the Duma. 
St. Petersb urg, Nov. 27.—The duixm 
last night decreed that the title r» f 
autocrat which has b een b orne b y the 
emperor« of Russia for centuries, is 
no longer tenab le within the Russian 
state and is incompatib le with

regime inaugurated b y the manifesto 
issued b y Em peror Nicholas on Oct. 
30, 1905.

Further T e stim o n y Declaring the De­ 


fendant's Insanity. 
W ashington, Nov. 27.—In the trial 
of Mrs. Annie M. Bradley , charged 
with having killed 
former Senator 
A rthur M. Brown of Utah, in this city 
last December, Dr. Britton D. Evans 
of New York, the alienist, not only 
declared that Mrs. Bradley was insane 
when she shot Senator Brown, but 
entered with such vigor in defending 
his opinion and in denunciation of 
the conduct of the dead senator that 
Justice Stafford reminded the witness 
that the late Senator Brown was not 
on trial and not there to defend him ­ 
self, and admonished him to refer to 
the dead man only when necessary 
tp show the effect of his acts upon 
the mind of the defendant. 
The ap­ 
pearance on the stand of Max Brown, 
son of the dead senator, who was 
called in rebuttal, was affecting in the 
ex treme. 
The y oung man, tall, slen­ 
der and fragile of phy sique, tottered 
as he made his way to the witness 
stand. 
He carefully avoided looking 
toward the defendant who sat within 
ten feet of him. 
W hen he told of 
seeing his father and Mrs. Bradley in 
the kitchen of their home, with jars 
of fruit they had brought from the 
cellar at a time when his m other had 
been called away from the city to the 
bedside of her dy ing sister, the de­ 
fendant laughed and lowered her head 
in confusion. 
But there was no sign 
of m errim ent on the face of the wit­ 
ness. who replied briefly to all ques­ 
tions put to him and lowered his ey es 
during intervals in the giving of his 
testimony . 
Dr. Charles B. Hill, professor of 
nervous and mental diseases in the 
Baltimore Medical College, declared 
that in his opinion Mrs. Bradley was 
insane when she did the shooting. 
The criminal operations performed on 
her. the suffering, the disappointment 
and hereditary taint of insanity all 
combined to produce insanity in her. 
He thought she shot Senator Brown 
intentionally , but while believing that 
she was doing right in so doing. 
A num ber of witnesses from Salt 
Lake, in addition to Max Brown, were 
introduced by the governm ent in re­ 
buttal, several of whom testified that 
Mrs. Bradley during their y ears pf 
acquaintance with her, appeared at all 
times rational and affable. 
It was 
brought out that Senator Brown had 
made a proposition to Mrs. Bradley to 
accept a $5,000 house and $100 a 
month until her y oungest child should 
be twenty -one y ears of age if she 
wrould leave Mr. Brown alone, but she 
indignantly declined the offer, say ing 
that she wanted to m arry Brown in 
order that her children by him might 
be given a name. 
The resting of the 
defense came in the nature of a sur­ 
prise as it had been ex pected that the 
alienists would be kept on the stand 
for a much longer period.

Deductions From Experiments In H a n ­ 
dling Such Crops. 
The proper methods of harvesting 
and storing roots are obviously of the 
utmost importance in the use of such 
crops for winter feeding. 
The deduc­ 
tions from the New York Cornell sta­ 
tion ex periments which have to do 
with this subject follow: 
Hoots are generally harvested 
by 
hand ex cept in the case of the sugar 
beets, when a plow may be used to 
raise them from the ground. 
When 
turn if)« , rutabagas and mangels are 
grown for succession feeding the tur­ 
nips are generally harvested first, be­ 
fore frost. 
Slight frosts in the late 
fall will not injure rutabagas or m an­ 
gels. although the first frost should be 
a sign of harvesting time unless it be 
ex ceptionally early and very sure to 
be followed by later warm weather. 
In late sum m er and early fall the tops 
do not grow* much, y et the roots are 
developing and ripening rapidly . 
In the case of mangels, rutabagas 
and most turnips the plants can be 
pulled by hand, the tops twisted off as 
j they are pulled and the roots piled or 
thrown directly into the* w agon. 
It is 
thought that piling and afterw ard load­ 
ing are less fatiguing than throwing the 
roots directly lnto the wagon as pulled. 
The roots should reach their place of 
storage with as little dirt and bruising 
as possible. 
Cellar Storage. 
Roots may be stored in a cellar or 
in a pit in the field. 
The cellar is the 
le tte r whenever practicable. 
It may 
be a part of the barn structure or 
built under the driveway of a bank 
barn, or it may be built as a dugout 
in a side hill near the barn. 
Perhaps 
concrete is the best material for con­ 
struction. 
It should be not over seven 
or eight ftn» t deep and large enough to 
hold the y ield or supply . 
It is best to 
have it located and constructed in such 
a way that the roots can be dropped 
in from above, preferably through trap­ 
doors in the bottom of the wagon and 
the roof of the cellar. 
It is essential 
that the walls (If built in the ground) 
and the floor have good drainage and 
that ventilation l>e provided through 
the top aud that the construction be 
frostproof. 
The ventilators should be 
left open until sweating has ceased, 
when they may be closed for the win­ 
ter. 
In winter the cellar should 
Ik? 
kept closed as much as possible on 
w arm day s. 
Roots should lie so placed 
that turnips may Ik» fed first, rutaba­ 
gas nex t and after these mangels and 
carrots.

An Important trucking district Is that 
around Freehold, X. J. 
The land is 
light clay aud not rem arkably heavy , 
although holding enough clay to retain 
m osture fairly well In a dry season 
like the present. 
It is an important 
potato section, the land lK?ing adapted 
to the crop aiul mostly fairly level and 
easy to cultivate. 
Potatoes are raised in good 
sIzih! 
fields, the work lndng done mostly by 
machinery and horse or. mule power. 
The conditions are som ewhat like those 
in the potato region in northern Maine. 
The season is long, but more subject 
to severe draught and to attacks of dis­ 
ease and insects. Labor is fairly abun­ 
dant and not of the best quality . 
Ma­ 
chinery is used to the fullest ex tent. 
A four horse potato digger is seen on 
almost all large fields, an implement 
which throw s the crop out in very 
short order. 
Potatoes are picked up 
by children, w ho are paid 5 cents per 
barrel. 
The y ield on commercial fields 
ranges from 100 barrels downward. 
Other vegetables are raised ex ten­ 
sively , 
Including 
cucum ber 
pickles, 
cantaloupes, asparagus, peppers and 
tomatoes. 
Fruit is a very im portant 
crop, some of the largest j>ear orchards 
in the country being found in this sec- 
j 
tlon. 
They are mostly of the Kieffer 
and sim ilar varieties. 
Early apples 
and peaches are grown In moderate 
quantities. 
Concord grapes promise a 
good crop. 
The section is situated within a com­ 
paratively few miles of New York, j 
Philadelphia and other large cities, 
j 
and the products quickly reach m arket 
at prices which this season afford a j 
fair m argin of profit to the growers.— 
American Cultivator.

For Dirigible Balloon. 


W ILL BE USED FOR SCOUTING 


Maine Fish Planter. 
A nov elty of some interest has been 
inv ented by Superintendent Floyd of 
the Sebago lake hatchery in Maine 
which 
has 
prov ed 
itself 
extremely 
practical and economical in the cost of 
transporting the two-year-old salmon 
from the hatchery to points about Se­ 
bago lake, says the Kennebec J ournal.! 
It has been the custom at the hatchery 
to keep as many salmon as possible 
until two years old in order that they 
may be able to protect themselv es from 
eusk and other large fish. The ordinary 
fish cars were too small, holding but a 
few each, and it was expensiv e to thus 
transport them. Superintendent Floyd 
has constructed a big fish car after the 
style of the old Raugeley fish cars to 
be dragged after the launch. It Is fif 
teen feet long, four feet wide and three 
and a half feet deep, wai r tight on 
front and bottom, w*ith a rear end 
gate, 
riank wings 
4 by 9 inches bal­ 
ance the car, which is of sufficient 
buoyancy to support two men. 
From 
this car 22,000 salmon were distributed 
one day recently, which was formerly 
a busy week’s work. 


Improvised Jim Crow Car. 
When the news of statehood in Ok 
lahoma w as learned on a R« >ck Island 
passenger train southbound from Enid. 
Okla., the other morning, the brake- 
man, 
named 
Cowan, 
announced 
to 
about twenty negroes in the smoking 
car: 
“ The stuff’s off, and you’ll hav e to 
mov e to the front end of the car. I’m 
from Fort Worth, Tex., and you know 
what that means.” 
Then the brakeman drew a chalk 
line across the oar, making a J im 
Crow* apartment, says a Guthrie (Okla.) 
correspondent of the Kansas City Star. 
The negroes offered no resistance and 
remained where the brakeman told 
them to sit. 


W ork of a Steam Plow. 
The first steam plow in Saline coun­ 
ty, Iv an., has recently been sold to Will 
J ohnson, who liv es four miles west of 
Sallna, says the Kansas City J ournal. 
The plow has twelv e disks, which can 
be set so as to cut twelv e furrow’s. 
When running two and one-half miles 
an hour it wdll plow thirty acres In 
ten hours. It was started in a 
100 acre 
field at S o’clock on a Wednesday 
afternoon, and Mr. J ohnson finished 
the field the next Friday1 ev ening. 
He 
had two crews on and kept the plow 
running all night. 
Mr. J ohnson said 
he would nev er bother with a common 
plow again. The plow turns the ground 
as well as a walking or sulky plow. 


American and 
Foreign 
Experts 
W ill 
Be Asked to Submit Bids on One. 
Artillery Experts Engaged on Plans 
to Destroy Scout Balloons of Foes. 


Acting Secretary of War Oliv er lias 
approv ed the action of the army ord­ 
nance board in allotting the signal corps 
$2 5,000 to he used in getting a dirigi­ 
ble balloon for scouting purposes, says 
a Washington special dispatch to the 
New York Times. The last efforts of 
the war department to conquer the air 
were made under the tutelage of Pro­ 
fessor Langley, who thought he had 
worked out this problem of flight by* 
means of the aeroplane, but in the 
final test fiv e years ago his contriv ance 
came to grief in the tawny v faters of 
the Potomac. The experiments made 
at that time cost more than $00,000, 
and for them the gov ernment has noth­ 
ing to show today but a pretty little 
engine of aluminium, which it is as­ 
serted can dev elop ten horse power 
and weighs but 3 00 pounds, 
y 
The science of aeronav igation has 
been almost wholly dev eloped since the 
death of Professor Langley, and now’ 
it will be purely a business matter for 
the gov ernment to adv ertise for bids 
and get its wants In the shape of a 
sky ship. 
General Allen, chief of the 
signal corps, has sent to all the leading 
wprkers in aeronautics In the United 
States and abroad a tentativ e inv i­ 
tation with specifications for such a 
dirigible balloon as the army needs. 
It Is not expected that with the amount 
allotted by the ordnance board a satis­ 
factory balloon can be had, but a be­ 
ginning can 
Ik? made, and as experi­ 
ence points the way a larger and more 
complete balloon can be procured. 
The present specifications call for a 
two man balloon capable of carry log 
gasoline enough for a three hours’ 
flight. 
The plan is for one man to de­ 
v ote his attention entirely to the man­ 
agement of the balloon, while the oth­ 
er is left free to reconnoiter. make pho­ 
tographs or draw topographical maps. 
The idea is to use coal gits, for reasons 
of economy, and the minimum speed re­ 
quired is eighteen inilos an hour in still 
air and from thirty to thirty-fiv e miles 
with 
the 
wind. 
The balloon 
must 
make a 100 mile trip successfully— 
fifty miles out and fifty back. 
The 
price to Ik? paid will doubtless be based 
on the speed attained, the successful 
contractor receiv ing a bonus for ev ery 
mile ov er the maximum set by the de­ 
partment’s s|>ecificatiniis or losing pro 
rata for ev ery mile under the av erage 
speed called for. 
There are sev eral experts in 
the 
United Sttates who hav e 1k *c ii at work 
in co-operation with the army students 
i of aeronautics who think that the re­ 
quirements laid down by General Allen 
can be met successfully here. 
It is intended t«> conduct balloon 
drills after the dirigible is bought and 
gradually work out many problems 
that now confront aeronauts. 
Ulti­ 
mately it is hoped a dirigible will be 
built by the gov ernment with the com­ 
bined skill and Ingenuity of all the ex 
pert army officers turned on the J ob. 
It goes without saying nowadays that 
balloons are to be recognized equip­ 
ment of armies hereafter. 
Already our 
artillery experts are at work on ord­ 
nance lo combat balloonreeonnolssauee. 
Iligh angle firing is being practiced 
with howitzers and sj>eeial shrapnel 
charges are being tried. 
It has been 
found that it takes different marks­ 
manship to hit a balloon target high 
up in the air from what is required at 
a distance on the surface of the earth. 
The trajectory is much flatter, and the 
powder charges must bo greater to 
earn’ distances that otherwise in or­ 
dinary tire take a low charge. 
The t.v pe of balloon aimed at by the 
signal officers is not such as priv ate 
indiv iduals hav e brought into promi­ 
nence, but rather those that hav e been 
dev eloped by the French and British 
military experts. These hav e been suc­ 
cessful beyond all doubt, although the 
British war balloon was wrecked re­ 
cent^ and is being rebuilt. 


How the 
New 
Am bassador to 
Ger­ 
m any Obliged a Reporter. 
When Dr. Dav id J ayne Hill, who 
will succeed Charlemagne Tower as 
American ambassador to Berlin, was 
assistant secretary of state he was 
known as the smoothest born diplomat 
in Washington, says the New York 
World. 
He was the pink of courtesy 
and nev er refused a request to auyr- 
body, but his way of grantihg one was 
sometimes bewildering to the recipient. 
For instance, once a young re|>orter 
was sent to see him at his house lath 
at night about an unexpected dev elop­ 
ment in a diplomatic matter. 
After a 
good deal of doorbell ringing a win­ 
dow was opened, and the head of Dr. 
I 7 7Ml emerged. The reporter apologized 
1 for breaking 
the diplomat’s rest and 
explained what he wanted. 
“ I shall be v ery glad to ftifonn you,” 
said Dr. Hill with the utmost gracious- 
ncss, “ but I must necessarily be guard­ 
ed In m>’ language. At present the dip­ 
lomatic status of the affair is* as fol­ 
lows.” And here a flood of Latin fell 
on the reporter l>e!ow. 
The reporter, whose memory of Latin 
was limited to something about the 
div ision of all Gaul into three parts, 
listened hopelessly and then said: 
“ I’m afraid I don’t quite understand 
that, Mr. Secretary.” 
“ Indeed? ” said Dr. Hill, with polite 
surprise. “ Then I will try to make it 
plainer.” 
And this» time he showered 
about fiv e minutes of Greek on the 
man below. 
“ I don’t catch that,” v entured tlie 
gasping reporter. 
“ Then I will repeat it,” said Dr. Ilill, 
with unwearied courtesy. And he did 
in French. The reporter thanked him 
and went away. Next day tlie chief of 
the bureau in which tiie young man 
was employed told Dr. Ilill that his 
subordinate had not got much out of 
him the prev ious night. 
“ Indeed? ” said Dr. Ilill. “ And yet I 
gav e him some important information.”

AND TEETH. 


An Anaesthetic Failed, but the Patient 
Felt No Pain. 
Writing to a London paper, a med­ 
ical man tells this story: 
“ A remarkable incident happened re­ 
cent 13’ at a London dental hospital. A 
young woman went there to hav e fiv e 
teeth extracted. 
The anaesthetic de­ 
cided upon by the dental surgeon was 
etliyi chloride, and this was adminis­ 
tered I>y the usual form of apparatus. 
Au india rubber cap is placed ov er the 
patient’s mouth and nostrils, and con­ 
nected with it is a bag into which a 
sealed capsule of ethyl chloride is in­ 
troduce« !. 
By the turning of a screw 
from the outside the capsule is broken 
and the anaesthetic liberated. 
The 
screw was turned, the patient went off 
gradually into the usual condition of 
insensibility, fiv e teeth were extracted, 
and tin* patient awakened without feel­ 
ing any part of the oi>eration. 
“ The whole case appeared perfectly 
normal. Ouly when the young woihan 
had left the room and the apparatus 
was lieing nmde ready for another pa 
tient was it discov ered that the cap­ 
sule of ethyl chloride had by some 
mischance not 1 h*cu broken at all. The 
whole condition of insensibility* had 
been brought about b.v the self hypno­ 
tism of the patient. The idea that an 
anaesthetic 
was 
being administered 
was so strong iu her mind that she had 
passed into insensibility entirely by* 
hyp not Ic suggestion.”
